Mayhew  Short  Story 
Contest  Under  Way 


“The  rules  and  procedures  for 
entering  the  annual  Vera  Hinckley 
Mayhew  short  story  contest  are 
now  available,”  Dean  Bruce  B. 
Clark  of  the  BYU  College  of 
Humanities  announced  Monday. 

The  contest  was  originated  by 
Mr.  Wayne  E.  Mayhew  of 
Berkeley,  Calif.  Mayhew 
established  a trust  fund  to  provide 
an  annual  award  in  short-story 
writing  at  BYU  in  honor  of  hte 
wife,  Vera  Hinckley  Mayhew,  a 
former  BYU  student. 

The  contest  is  open  to  all 
students  enrolled  at  BYU,  with 
the  restrictions  that  an 
undergraduate  student  must  be 
registered  for  at  least  ten  hours 
and  a graduate  student  for  at  least 
eight  hours  during  the  semester  in 
which  he  submits  his  manuscript. 

There  is  an  annual  total  contest 
award  of  $500.  Generally  the 
judges  will  divide  this  among  four 
winners,  with  the  first-place 
winner  receiving  $250,  second 


place  $125,  third  place  $75  and 
fourth  place  $50. 

The  judges  may  elect  to  divide 
the  prize  money  among  fewer 
entries,  depending  upon  the 
excellence  of  the  entries  and  may 
even  give  the  entire  amount  to  the 
first  place  entry. 

The  Mayhew  committee  will 
assist  students  in  publishing  the 
winning  stories  in  the  WYE 
Magazine  or  elsewhere. 

Copies  of  the  entry  rules  and 
other  information  may  be 
obtained  from  Dr.  Bruce  B.  Clark, 
A-129  Jesse  Knight  Bldg.  Dr. 
Clark  is  chairman  of  the  Mayhew 
administrative  committee.

Wrestlers  Gird  For  Opener

“Our  goal  is  to  be  listed  in  the 
nation’s  top  ten,”  mused  Cougar 
wrestling  mentor  Fred  Davis, 
whose  current  BYU  mat  charges 
are  preparing  for  the  season 
lid-lifter  at  the  University  of 
Arizona  Invitational  in  Tucson, 
Dec.  6-7. 

But  the  fears  professed  by 
Coach  Davis  would  be  accepted 
gleefully  by  most  Western 
Athletic  Conference  coaches.  The 
Cougar  grapplers  have  won  three 
consecutive  WAC  titles  and  return 
11  lettermen  and  five  individual 
WAC  champions  from  a team  that 
posted  an  impressive  15-4  dual 
meet  record  in  1968. 

MAT  DYNASTY 

A former  national  wrestling 
champion  at  his  Oklahoma  State 
alma  mater,  Davis  has  fashioned 
BYU  into  a mat  dynasty  of  the 
Intermountain  West  by  compiling 
a 53-7-1  dual  meet  record  over  a 
four-year  span. 

“We  are  facing  the  toughest 
competition  that  BYU  has  ever 
faced  on  the  mats,”  Davis 
lamented,  “but  barring  injuries, 
we  should  produce  a more 
competitive  team  than  last  year’s 
successful  squad. 


“Mighty  Mike”  McAdams,  who 
garnered  a WAC  championship 
and  a third  place  finish  in  the 
NCAA  finals  as  a sophomore, 
should  bolster  Puma  grappling 
hopes  for  the  coming  season.

Quiet  Battle  Wages 
Over  Money  Crisis

BRUSSELS  (AP)— The  United 
States  and  France  are  fighting  a 
quiet  battle  over  whether  to  hold 
a major  international  conference 
that  would  revise  the  values  of  the 
world’s  currencies  for  the  first 
time  in  almost  a quarter  of  a 
century. 

The  purpose  of  a conference 
would  be  to  halt  the  crises  that 
have  been  shaking  the  world’s 
money  markets  every  few  months. 

Henry  H.  Fowler,  U.S.  secretary 
of  the  treasury,  has  come  out 
strongly  against  a conference.  He 
says  improving  the  situations 
should  be  an  “evolutionary 
process.” 

HESITATION 

President  Johnson’s 
administration,  with  less  than  two 
months  to  go,  does  not  want  to 
get  into  an  enterprise  of  this  kind 
or  to  commit  President-elect 
Richard  M.  Nixon.  A conference 
now  could  bring  an  increase  in  the 
price  of  gold  and  a decrease  in  the 
value  of  the  dollar— though 
probably  only  a small  one. 

Johnson  would  not  want  to  be 
blamed  for  even  a slight 
devaluation.  If  and  when  the 
United  States  disengages  from 
Vietnam,  the  dollar  is  expected  to 
grow  stronger,  and  maybe  no 
devaluation  will  be  needed. 

Some  experts  say  eagerness  to 
delay  a conference  may  have  been 
a major  reason  for  Johnson’s 
strong  pledge  of  support  to 
France  after  the  decision  not  to 
devalue  the  franc. 

President  Charles  de  Gaulle  has 
long  urged  a conference.  Foreign 


Minister  Michel  Debre  has  asked 
for  one  repeatedly  over  the  past 
year. 

Some  experts  think  that  De 
Gaulle  in  refusing  to  devalue  the 
franc  was  determined  to  show 
that  if  support  from  other 
countries  failed  to  save  it,  the 
international  monetary  system 
would  be  in  such  disarray  that 
only  a major  conference  could 
settle  matters  and  give  world 
business  the  peace  it  needs. 

West  Germany,  now  the  most 
powerful  economic  force  in 
Europe,  does  not  want  a 
conference  either-at  least  not  at 
this  time.  Elections  are  coming  up 
next  October  and  a change  in  the 
value  of  the  mark  would  hurt 
Chancellor  Kurt  Georg  Kiesinger’s 
government  with  the  voters.
